RAY LAMPHERE LIED. 

Late this afternoon Deputy Sherif 
William Ansties, who is following 
clews under the direction of Sheriff 
Albert Smutger, announced that he 
secured incombatable evidence that 
Ray Lamphere, the prisoner in jail 
under sugpicion of burning the Guna- 
ness house on April 28, told a false- 
hood when he said he remained over 
right in Michigan City on January 
14, the night that Andrew K. Helge- 
lein, the South Dakota ‘farmer, met 
his death in the Gunness farmhouse. 

Deputy Sheriff Anstiss talked em- | 
phaticaliy with the air of a man who 
believes he Aold facts rather tha» 
theories. 

“Lamphere’s statement that his trip 
to Michigan City on January lJ, last, 
the last time that Helgelein was seen 
alive, occupied a whole night, is a lie.”

The next disappearance disclosed by 
Mrs. Deissien is that of a peddier. He 
drove to the Gunness farm, hitched his 
horse to a gate post in front of the 
house and entered the home, but never 
came out. His horse remained tied for 
hours. It was seen later about the 
Gunness farm with Mrs. Gunness driv- 
ing it.

HE MINNESOTA POLITICIAN. 
. Gov. John A. Johnson of Minnesota has se- 

cured the delegation froni his own State to the 
Democratic convention at Denver. He has other 
votes coming to him from States besides his own. 
Some think he has a “fighting chance” to win. That 
is not the opinion of The Times. 

The winner at Denver must get two-thirds of the 
delegates. Mr. Bryan is not so sure of so large a 
majority vote as he was a couple of months ago. 
That he has misgivings and that some of his shrewd 
friends share these is manifest in the attempt he 
and they are making to get the two-thirds rule 
rescinded. There is some danger of failure. But 
we think the chances are better for the Nebraskan 
twice defeated than for Goy. Johnson or any other 
who may come before the Denver gathering. 

In the East, where the opposition to Bryan runs 
deep and strong, and yet where thousands of old- 
time Democrats who have voted the Republican 
ticket three titmes are looking for a way to return 
to their old party, careful inquiry has been made 
as to the real man that is known as Gov. Johnson of 
Minnesota. Politically and morally these inquiries 
have turned the Governor wrong side ovt and made 
a microscopical examination of him. The _ result 
has been to pronounce him “unfit” by men of af- 
fairs. They say that under a quiet, very Demo- 
cratic and s@mewhat nentral exterior, John A. John- 
son is really a more dangerous radical than W. J. 
Bryan. 

He is very radical in his views as to railroad 
regulation. If President he would favor practically 
putting the management of the railroads under the 
direction of the Interstate Commissioners. In all 
matters concerning corporations probably no meas- 
ure could be conceived too harsh and radical for 
Gov. Johnson. He is the very antithesis of Gov. 
Hughes of New York. In the Empire State the 
Governor vetoed a two-cent rate law passed by the 
Legislature, because after most careful study Gov. 
Hughes concluded that ‘such a law would be un- 
just. In Minnesota, where population is sparse 
compared with New York, Gov. Johnson was the 
main support of a two-cent rate. 

A writer in Putnam’s for May, in an article very 
friendly to Johnson, is compelled to say. that in 
Minnesota “the anti-railroad movement has become, 
through more than thirty years of unceasing agita- 
tion, less an economic question than a political 
asset. Parties look to it for permanent sustenance. 
Candidates for State office have made it for years 
their chief stock in trade. The justice or the in- 
justice of the issue is not in question here. The 
point of fatt is that it has been transferred wholly 
to politics; and the politician believes that he must 
sympathize with every act of hostility to the rail- 
roads as a condition of suceess. In that faith Gov. 
Johnson was nurtured, with other faiths of the 
little country town. It would probably be unjust 
to him to say that he did not dare to act upon this 
question with cof! impartiality, because such a 
course would have destroyed his political prospects. 
The truth is, rather, that he was unable to act-in 
this matter with either moral or mental] equipoise. 
He could not see the woods because of the trees 
encompassing his own life's restricted experience. 
In 1907 he recommended to the Legislature a 
two-cent rate bill. The rate was established under 
penalties including $5000 fine and five years’ im- 
prisonment.

HE GOOD ROADS CAMPAIGN. 


of Los Angeles will be asked to vote for that 
amount in order that the work may at once be: be- 
gun and prosecuted with all due dispatch, until we 
get what has been so long and earnestly desired, a 
system of good roads gridironing the county in 
various directions. The plan covers about 300 miles 
and it will cost about $10,000 a mile to make these 
boulevards. It must be remembered that a good 
deal of the work is through mountain passes where 
the cost will be great, and that the roads are to be 
permanent. 

The outlines of these improvements have been 
set forth frequently in The Times and our readers 
generally are familiar with the directions in which 
the highways are to run—in a general way from 
the mountains to the sea. One of the thorough- 
fares will follow closely the contour of the moun- 
tains as near the base of the steep uplift as 
possible, traversing the county from a point near 
Santa Monica and terminating out on the bounda- 
ries of San Bernardino county up near Ontario. 
Another road will run up through the San Fer- 
nando Valley northward, following the Newhall 
and Soledad Cafion country out on the desert and 
on to the Kern county boundary. There are sev- 
eral cross-country routes, one touching Pomona 
and going on to the boundary between Los An- 
geles and Riverside counties, one going down 
through the Whittier country to the Orange county 
boundary, and one reaching the coast at San Pedro 
and Long Beach. 

To the knowledge of the writer there has been a 
great deal of agitation in this county for such a 
system of roads for a period of forty years. The 
Los Angeles newspapers have made a campaign 
in behalf of this work for the last twenty-five years. 
Since the tourist business became one of the most 
important “enterprises” of Southern California, the 
demand has grown continually more insistent. 
Theh was the advent of the horseless carriage, and 
since the automobile became a necessity of civilized 
life the demand for good roads has been very 
pressing. | 
But the gratification of the leisure class, those 
who ride in fine equipages, in automobiles or upon 
bicycles, is not the only nor the main point to be 
considered in providing for the construction of this 
system of good roads. They will prove of as much 
pecuniary advantage to the farmers and business 
people of all classes all through the county as a 
source of enjoyment to those who use them merely 
for pleasure excursions. Both of these advantages 
should be kept in mind by us all. The importance 
of attracting visitors to this land of perpetual sun- 
shine and perennial flowers is obvious. Everything 
that makes these visits more enjoyable to the 
wealthy people of the country means increased 
business to every person dwelling in Southern Cali- 
fornia, from the farmer who produces a ton of al- 
falfa hay or a box of oranges to the retail mer: 
chant of every class, the wholesaler and the manu- 
facturer. It attracts here a larger number of people 
of means and puts into circulation increased sums 
of money. With a system of good roads such as 
this commission has so carefully and wisely mapped 
out, the saving of expense to farmers and mer- 
chants will be inestimable. With such a network of 
roads reaching all parts of the country we shtall 
have lines of horseless vehicles to transport freight 
from the city to all the towns in the surrounding 
country. Thes® automobile lines can do this work 
more cheaply than railroads. Yhe farmers Will be 
in a position to send their crops to railroad stations 
near by and to markets at a d@tance at an enormous

This 
love of animals was to stand him in 
good stead in this State, for his first 
thought after settling down was, what

Pigeons and squabs he tried with 
different success. He found he was 
too far from market, then came an 
inapira goo read the 
goat; wo not 
the brush-covered foothills and the 
plain below be just the proper grazing 
ground for this stock? But how about 
the water supply? He knew a iarge 
herd of goats required « great deal, 
while his, coming from a mere hole in 
the rocks above, was just about enough 
for domestic use. With the help of a 
miner he sunk a shallow shaft, and at 
about forty feet encountered a boun- 
tiful flow, which solved that part of 
the problem. 
HARD EXPERIENCE. 

He then visited a ranch about twen- 
ty-five miles away, secured a dozen of 
the bes: thoroughbred Angoras, and 
started homeward. This, he says, was 
the hardest experience he ever had 
in the goat business. He got home 
with just two, and was much discour- 
aged, reasoning that if he could not 
handle a dozen, he could never hope 
to keep a tlarge herd. After two 
weeks’ search, he corraled six more, 
but the other four he never heard of 
agate. He therefore started with 
e 

He soon found that when once fa- 
millar with the locasion, his little herd 
wes readily tractable, and the addi- 
tions that came from time to time 
stuck to the band closely. Only once 
in a while did a young one stray 
away, and then he was usually found

Two years ago, it began to be noised 
about among the ranchers around Po- 
mona that an eastern young man was 
making a real success of the goat in- 
dustry, and that about 200 animals were 
in his corral. Up to that time, Gale had 
carefully treasured every goat born on 
the ranch, and though at times hard 
pressed for money. kept from sélling 
any. In_the last two years, however, 
he has sold 400, and for his six years’ 
work has over 1000, his last “coming 
a of kids alone amounting to nearly

What income does he derive? He 
makes money in four ways. The most 
important is in shearing the stock for 
wool, for which there is always a ready 
market. Notwithstanding the fact that 
considerable is torn off in the brush. 

m two to five pounds of wool re- 
mains on every animal, the lowest price 
for which is 3 cents a pound. and 
sometimes twice that. Leaving aside 
some inferior stock, which would depre- 
clate the value of the average, Gale 
took a little less than a ton of wool 
from his herd this season. They can 
be sheared to advantage twice a year. 
They reproduce every six months, hav- 
ing either one or two kids to the litter, 
Which averages three goats for each 
“nannie” per year.

IVEN a period of honest and 
economical management entirely 
disassociated from the crooked 
stock manipulation of the immediate 
past, a condition which it now appeers 
to enjoy. and granted that the ore 
bodies now exposed at the lower levels 
be intelligently removed and milled, I 
bejieve that the Johnnie mine may be 
be made to pay fair returns upon the 
money invested.

days’ investigation in which President 


and Superintendent Fred W. Beau de 
Zart extended ali possible courtesy and 
rendered every facility for a proper 


understanding of the conditions under, 


which the property is 
being worked) This opinion is 
also «advanged with a proper un- 
deratanding of the fact that my ex- 
amination was hurried, that the values 
of the ore bodies are extremely vari- 


under 


able and that there are geological 


enigmas yet to be overcome which 
tender the working of the mine by no 
means an easy taek. 

I went through all the workings on 
all levels, including the old stopes 
worked out by the Mormons in the 
early days the mine's history, and 
secured average samples from ali the 
faces and stopes from which milling 
material is now being taken. My sam- 
ples were taken in conjunction - with 
Mr. Porter, the assayer in the employ 
of the company, one set being asseyed 
by him on the ground and two others 
being suomitted to Baverstock & 
Staples, the assayers of this city, upon 
my return. A perusal of the results

Beautiful and imposing will be the 
edifice planned for the Virat Church 
of Christ, Scientist, at Pasadena. 
is designed in the graceful Grecian- 
lonic architecture. A Los Angeles 
architect, Franklin P. Burnham, who 
is well known as the designer of the 
Polytechnic High School and numer- 
ous other buildings of classical archi- 
tecture, drew the plans, ard will su- 
pervice construction. The building 
will cost about $112,000, and wil! re- 
quire ten months to complete. It ts 
not yet known when active construc- 
tion will be started, but when started 
it will be prosecuted with all speed as 
all the required money has been ob- 
tained. 

The building will occupy a large and 
elevated site, having a frontage of 
180 feet on the west side of Oakland 
avenue, about 209 feet below Colorado 
street. This lot is 168 feet deep. It 
was purchased last fall for $19,009, 
the first site, farther uptown being 
deemed too noisy for the quiet Chris- 
tlan Scientist services. This first lot 
was purchased several years ago for 
between $14,000 or $15,000, and is now 
valued at $50,000, which is quite a 
help to the building fund. 

A wide lawn, terraced frem_ the 
street to the level of the first floor, 
eight feet above the sidewalk, will ex- 
tend in front of the building. Side- 
walks and broad steps will lead to 
the entrance. 

Imposing beauty will be the feature 
of the building, which will cover al- 
most the entire lot, being 120 feet 
square. The dome above the cornice 
will rise to a height of nearly one 
hundred feet above the base. The cor- 
nices are fifty-six feet above the side- 
walk, and the dome forty feet above 
the tops of the cornices. 

Six beautiful Ionic columns support 
a porch, which is sixty feet wide at 
the front. Grecian-Ionic decorations 
In the cornice, and gables on the three 
exposed sides will be of white Utah 
stone, the remainder of the building 
being of dull white pressed brick.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF CHE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 8.—The pri- 
mary elections being over the leaders 
of the various political parties and fac- 
tions are busy lining up their follow- 
ers for the State conventions at Sacra- 
mento on the 4th, and at Fresno on 
the 18th inst. The Lincoln-Roosevelt 
League, through its organs for promo- 
tion and publicity, is busy making ab- 
surd claims as to the number of dele- 
gates it has elected to the Republican 
convention. These ciaims are like the 
principles set up by these reactionaries 
—false and existing only on paper. 

The leaguers are making a ridiculous 
exhibition of themselves here bv claim- 
ing to have elected a majority of the 
delegates to the State convention, and 
supplementing their boasts with the 
further absurd -lcira that they will 
run that nominating body and name 
the delegates-at-large to the national 
convention at Chicago and also secure 
control of the Renublican organization 
of California by naming the next State 
Central Committee. 

Based on the returns and other infor- 
mation received here they will do 
neither one one of these things. The 
reguiar Republicans will organize the 
convention, elect its chairman and ap- 
point the usual committees, The reg- 
ulars will also name the four dele- 
gates-at-large, who. at the present 
time, are popularly supposed to be Gov. 
Gillett, Gen. Harrison Gray Otls of 
Los Angeles, George A. Knight of 
Humboldt, and M. H. de Young of San 
Francisco. The leaguers have vainly 
tried to make these members of the 
party an issue by attacking them from 
the stump, and by printed literature 
throughout the preliminary campaign.

The real title of Mr. Adame’ 
book is “The Fiying Death,” and the 
purchaser having apparently heard of 
“The Fiying Dutchman,” easily but 
unconsciously performed an algebraic 
operation by eliminating the common 
quantities and counting the remainder 
with the above grotesqué result.

SAN GABRIEL FISHING BETTER 
THAN LAST YEAR. 


Teo Much Water Is the Only Real 
Handicap—Live Bait Proves Better 
Than Flies, While Food is Plenti- 
ful—Veteran Fishermen Take Big 
Strings in Best Places. 


The first week of trout fishing has 
been generally satisfactory. Good 
catches are reported from various 
points along the east fork of the San 
Gabriel and the small streams that are 
tributary to it. 

The only real complaint has been 
that the waters are yet too high, and 
this was rendered worse by the heavy 
downpour tn the mountains on Sat- 
urday, May 2. Then, also, the fish 
find too much feed early in the season. 
and no real wise old trout will care 
to go out of his way to gobble up ficti- 
tious bait in the way of files, when 
he gets all he wants in the way of 
food without the attendant risk of cap- 
ture. ; 

Few experienced fishermen who are 
after the limit will embark on a trout 
fishing trip along any of the California 
streams without live bait in the way 
of worms and grasshoppers. Flies of 


time, | various kinds, with a spinner attach- 


ment, will do very well to catch the 
big fellows in small ponds making out 
from the stream, where long-distance 
casting is possible, early in the morn- 
ing or very late at night, but when it 
comes to fishing up and down the tor- 
tuous little streams, the advice of old- 
timers is to stick pretty close to live 
bait. 

Considering the time of year, and 
the lack of experience of some of those 
who first rushed out, there is every 
reason to.believe, from reports re- 
ceived, that this will be an exception- 
ally good year in all the streams here- 
about. Lower stretches of the San 
Gabriel River have had dozens of fish- 
ermen whipping its deep waters at 
many potnts, where in some seasons 
no fish at all are to be found. Every 
conceivable kind of fishing tackle has 
been seen in use there, ranging from 
a heavy mackerel rod to the lightest 
split bamboo. These fishermen along 
the lower stream had nothing to brag 
of.

These people uiso have Indian corn, peas, beans and 
sweet potatoes. They raise chickens, sheep and goats, 
and occasionally have meat. They do not seem fond 
of eggs, and the women are not allowed to eat them 
after they are married. They are not permitted to eat 
chicken or mutton, such viands being reserved for the 
men of the family. They may, however, eat beef or 
veal. ; 

The Baganda have fish from Lake Victoria and from 
their numerous streams. They eat locusts and are espe- 
cially fond of white ants. The ants are caught by smok- 
ing their hills about nightfall and trapping them as they 
come out. They are eaten both raw and cooked. -I[ see 
them for sale in the markets. One can buy a handful 
or so for 2 cents, and a great lot for a rupee. The ants 
are wrapped up in banana leaves when taken away. 

These people are now making sugar from cane. They 
are growing tomatoes and twenty different kinds of peas 
and beans. They use many roots as food, and also a 
green’ vegetable much like spinach. I see little fields of 
tobacco here and there. The soil is as red as that of 
Cuba, and the plants grow without much cultivation. 
The tobacco is used for smoking, and is consumed by 
both men and women. They gather coffee from the wild 
trees and chew the pulp, but so far have not learned to 
use it as a drink. 


A New Market in Africa. 


Since the British have taken possession of Uganda 
they have introduced many kinds of food which are be- 
coming popular, and they are gradually creating a mar- 
ket here for European goods. Some of the natives are 
now using tea, and jams and biscuits are gradually com- 
ing into demand.

This death rate | 
would be much greater were it not for the increase of | 
our number of Pasteur institutes. But hitherto there | 
has been no such check upon the general spread of the | 
disease among our domestic animals. The proposed 
government distribution of the virus, at nominal cost, 
will enable hundreds of valuable dogs, horses and cows 
to be saved to their owners. 

“All that is required to rid us of this scourge is the 
muzziing of all dogs for a few years,” says Dr. Melvin. 
This method was inaugurated in Berlin and Holland in 
1875, and for the past quarter century there has not been 
a single case of hydrophobia in the German capital or 
in Holland, save along the Belgian frontier, now and

intense heat, and in either case is bound to lose weight 
and value. To meet the exacting conditions, a class of 
men has risen peculiar to the sheep-shearing business. 
These shearers. start work in Southern California, Utah,

There are many Mexicans among the expert shearers 
who follow this new calling in the West. Mexicans are 
natura) sheep men, and make good herders as well as 
shearers. They are particularly expert with the shears, 
though this form of clipping is being done away with, 
owing to the installation of power plants for machine 
shearing. These plants are installed at various points 
on the great sheep ranges. Long sheds are erected, and 
shafting extends down both sides of the shearing place. 
Twenty or more shearers will be lined up in one of these 
sheds, each man operating a clipping machine connected 
with the shafting. The sheep are prought in from the 
range in bands of 25° or more, and are put in the cor- 
rals adjoining the shearing sheds. Then they are driven 
down chutes to the shearers.

This in simple terms meant equal trade conditions for 
all nations alike in the Orient. The doctrine was mani- 
festly so just that no nation interested in China could 
well refuse to ratify it, though there is no doubt but 
that some would have liked to do so. Germany, dissat- 
ised with the open-door policy, though not daring to 
openly oppose it, now brought forth the famous “sphere 
of influence” doctrine which has excited the world dor 
many years, and stil! claims serious attention. Its ob- 
ject was to establish, at least on paper, certain lines 
throughout China which would mark the boundaries of 
the ambitions of the various nations. It was enthusias- 
tically received in Europe; in fact, even England seemed 
about to abandon her open-door policy. But they over- 
looked one important element, the cleverness of John 
Hay. He’ saw instantly what the “sphere of influence” 
doctrine meant as regarded American trade, and he di- 
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have made their appearance in the past few years, but 
the Japanese-Chinese papers above described got a good 
start and represent the power of the press In China to- 
day. A little thought will show the reader the power 
the Japanese have secured by this brilliant stroke, 
which enables them to lay before the half a billion Chi- 
nese their side, exclusively, of all important questions. 
The boycott of American goods in 1905 well illustrates 
how this power can be used. This boycott was undoubt- 
edly started by certain Chinese agitators who for some 
months past had been agitating anti-foreign doctrine 
and had directed their efforts against foreigners in gen- 
eral and not the Americans in particular. In this they 
were aided by the pro-Japanese native press, which un- 
ceasingly predicted the downfall of China by foreign 
aggression, unless Japan saved her. Exactly how and 
why these efforts were focused on American imports, 
and our exclusion law brought forward as a cause, is 
not known, but it may have been that the agitators,

ined and long-forgotten pueblos, or obtained from the 
modern villages and from the nomadic tribes. 


There is a feeling among the Indians of the neighbor- 
‘ing villages that the people of San Juan are inclined to 
be proud and aristocratic. When the prosperity of San 
Juan is contrasted with the poverty of Nambe and Pi- 
curis and the shiftieseness of Santa Clara and San Iide- 
| fonso, this is not to be wondered at. In the prosperity 
of the people the church has shared. In the center of 
the town is a large Catholic church, with a great gilded 
statue the Virgin in front of it. In the plaza is a 
handsome stone chapel of Our Lady of Lourdes, said to 
be an exact replica on a reduced scale of the famous 
church of Lourdes in France. It was erected eighteen 
years ago, by the Rev. Camilas Leux, a French priest 
who left his charge in Lourdes to minister to the Indians 
of San Juan. 

But the church has not a monopoly of the religious 
devotion of the people of San Juan, as the large, rec-

Office no Bar to a Tip. 


It may be generally stated that a tip is expected by ev- 
ery European public servant for his services, even 
| though he occupies an official position, but the fact that 
his duties clothe him in gold lace and empower him with 
authority does not mean that there is any occasion for 
extravagance. 

In the European hotel, most of the employés are paid 
nothing by the hotel management. They depend upon 
tips entirely to make their services worth the while. 
In a hotel restaurant or dining-room 10 per cent. of the 
bill should be paid the waiter. No consideration need be 
given to the head waiter, because he gets his percentage 
of the common fund into which al! dining-room tips are 
placed. Should, however, the guest expect especial serv- 
ice in any way, a pourboire to the head waiter will 
smooth over all difficulties. 

In the continental hotel there are a number of attend- 
ants to be considered. These are’ the waiter who 
brings you your breakfast and generally attends you for 
all meals taken in your room; the chambermaid; the 
man who brushes your clothes and polishes your boots; 
and the hall porters who handle your luggage. When 
you are ready to go, your hall waiter brings you your 
bill and also settles it for you—expecting his tip at the 
time. When the moment for departure comes, a bell is 
sounded in the hallway, and promptly the chambermaid, 
“Boots,” and perhaps one or two other servants you 
have never seen, line up for remembrance. In addition 
to these, if you have used the lift, or elevator, there is 
one more to be considered; and before you reach the 
front door there are probably a couple of small pages 
with every show of expectation. Taking the amount of

The average American does not stop to count his 
change under such circumstances, and, after taking off 
what he thinks is right and leaving a proper tip for the 
waiter, gencrally waves that functionary away without 
ever examining the under side of the bill. This is a 
good old English trick that is so well established, like 
sO many other practices over there, that the English 
waiter hates to break away from precedent. 


It might be remarked by way of closing warning tc 
the American tourist that there are two things that he 
should be able to do: one of these is that of counting ‘ir 
the tongue of one or two of the continental languages 
and the second is that he should be able to count his 
European currency and know approximately its value ir 
American money. These two accomplishments will go e 
long way toward saving both annoyance and needless 
expenditures.

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: The Peak of Tenerife. 
AN ASCENT OF THE HIGHEST PEAK 
IN THE CANARY ISLANDS. 
By a Special Contributor. 


¥ HE Peak of Tenerife, as seen from the ocean or the 


other islands of the Canary group, may be de- 

scribed as the highest mountain for its height in 
the world. This is owing to the fact that, viewed from 
a little distance, it sweeps right up from the very sea 
level, and thus the whole 12,200 feet of its elevation are 
seen at one glance without, as in the case of the giants 
of the Alps or the Rockies, one having first to ascend 
some four or five thousand feet before obtaining a view 
of it. 

As seen from a few miles out at sea, or even from 
some spots on the southern coast of the Island of Tene- 
rife itself, there really seem to be no words adequate to 
convey an idea of the majestic simplicity of this almost 
perfect pyramid. There is a fascination in the unbroken 
sweep of its slopes with their suggested ease of ascent, 
and there are few who see it without a longing to stand 
upon its crest, though the number who actually accom- 
plish that feat is limited. : 

Appearances are notoriously deceptive, and though the 
ascent involves but little actual danger compared, for 
instance, with the ice slopes of Mont Blanc, it is only 
those of active, hardy bodies and determined minds who 
can hope to stand the fatigue of the long journey and 
the strange climatic conditions encountered. 

The mountain, locally known as the Pico de Teide, 
forms the southern end of the Island of Tenerife, the 
largest of the Canary group, situated some sixty miles 
from the Moroccan coast. Tenerife is the largest of the 
group, being some fifty miles long by twenty-eight 
broad, and its chief port, Santa Cruz, is the capital and 
seat of government of the entire colony. From Santa 
Cruz the Peak is not seen at all, being bidden by the 
intervening mountains; from Orotava, the great winter 
resort on the northwest coast, it can be seen, but the 
view from here is perhaps the- most disappointing, 
though the best known, of all. 

It is from Orotava that the ascent is usually made, and 
a fairly well-marked trail leads from thence to the sum- 
mit, the ascent and return usually taking about three 
days; but for those who do not mind roughing it a little 
more and who wish to see something of the compara- 
tively little-known southern coast of the island, the 
ascent by way of Adeje, or Villa Flor, offers inducements 
in the way of novelty and excitement. 

It was this route that we finally. took, though not until 
two years after our first visit, when the disturbed social 
condition of the islands prevented us from making the 
attempt. At that time, having been cut off from the 
news of the world for several months in an African 
jungle, we landed in Santa Cruz full of determination to 
go up the Peak, and get a whiff of genuine frost and 
cold, before returning to our tropical stew pan. The Ca- 
nary Islands are the great half-way house between Eng- 
land and the West Coast of Africa, and the sanatorium 
of the returning fever-stricken ‘coasters,’ who recuper- 
ate for a while in their blissful climate before facing 
the damp and chill of the north. The islands are also 
rapidly becoming popular as a winter resort, being only 
four days from Southampton, and so the traveler is al- 
ways sure of finding, in the chief towns, a large colony 
of English-speaking residents or visitors. 

But those were the troublous days of early April, 1898; 
war with the United States was expected at any time: 
the Spanish islanders were afire with patriotism and 
the Anglo-Saxon race was exceedingly unpopular. Even 
in civilized Santa Cruz, or aristocratic Orotava, it was 
impossible to walk the streets without being annoyed, 
while from the outlying districts came reports of at- 
tacks upon English residents. The ascent of the Peak, 
which would of necessity be made with native guides, 
offered too many chances of legitimate “accident,”’ and 
every one joined in dissuading us from the attempt. 

The charming little Pino de Oro (Golden Pine) hotel 
was our great rendezvous in those days, and there the 
English colony would foregather, under the palms and 
dragon trees of the terrace, and learnedly discuss the 
political situation; and many and wild were the theo- 
ries we put forth with much enthusiasm. 

Santa Cruz, sleepy, picturesque, three-quarters tropi- 
cal, was in an unwonted ferment in the early days of 
the war. The government at Madrid, fearing an attack 
upon the islands, poured in troops and ammunition; it 
was perhaps lucky that these were never put to the test, 
lest the powder and guns should have proved themselves 
as unfit as the men who were to handle them. 

A sorrier lot of soldiers never disgraced a great na- 
tional flag. They were mostly boys of from 16 to 20 
years of age, undrilled and, apparently, underfed. But 
what they lacked in science and skill they made up in 
enthusiasm, and Santa Cruz went wild with martial mad- 
ness: gorgeously-uniformed officers galloped up and 
down the steep streets, and the air was full of the sound 
of bugles and shouts of “Viva Espafia!” and “Abajo los 
Americanos!” while it was as much as a foreigner’s lib- 
erty was worth to be caught on the streets with a cam- 
era or to walk anywhere near the camp or forts. On 
the 8th of April came President McKinley’s declaration 
of war, and two nights later the remarkable panic that 
swept simultaneously over both Tenerife and the neigh- 
boring island of Gran Canaria. The real cause of the 
panic was never ascertained, but it is supposed to have 
been two large Cape liners that passed simultaneously 
and were mistaken for an American fleet approaching to 
bombard the city, and all Santa Cruz promptly fied to 
the mountains. 

The first notice we on the hill received of the alarm 
was the furious ringing of every bell the city contained, 
then, in the brilliant moonlight, a long string of fugi- 
tives could be seen climbing the steep grades of the La- 
<una road. Every conceivable vehicle was pressed into

camels, donkeys and wheelbarrows. Then breathless 
Englishmen began to drop in, bringing tales, and scars 
to prove them, of riots down in the streets and plans to 
attack the Pino de Oro; then began that “English panic” 
which lasted until every one who cold get away had 
left the islands. As the hotel stands at some distance 
above the city, and off the main roads, there was not 
much immediate danger, but there was a hurried pack- 
ing among the guests and much anxious discussion as to 
what to do. Should we join the fugitives to Laguna, 
press on to Orotava, demand guards of the Governor, or 
—and this was eventually done—make for the port and, 
by hook or crook, get on board the English steamer that 
was lying in the harbor? 

One of the calmest persons in the hotel that night 
was an elderly English spinster, of the globe-trotting 
variety that may always be seen in out-of-the-way parts 
of the world; she had packed her trunk and hauled it 
out into the hall, and there she sat upon it, Matted and 
gloved, umbrella in one hand and dressing-bag in the 
other. 

“Are you going?” we asked her. 

“I don’t know,” she calmly replied. “I have sent for 
Elder Dempster’s manager; they got me here, and now 
And she sat on in se- 
rene faith in the mighty Elder Dempster Company. 

But even Elder Dempster had troubles of their own 
that night: their offices on the Marina had been at- 
tacked, and the manager and the clerks were guarding 
them. Eventually carriages were procured and we 
drove, by a circuitous route, to the port, and finally em- 
barked on the steamer that was leaving the next morn- 
ing for Las Palmas, on Gran Canaria. 


But if Santa Cruz were the frying pan, we found that 
Las Palmas was the fire; the American fleet, which had 
grown enormously, was only waiting for the cover of 
night to steal in and blow the city into the ocean, and 
the inhabitants were behaving according to their belief. 
All who could do so had fied to the mountains, and 
those who remained put in their time making things un- 
pleasant for the foreigners. The “English Panic” here 
was so great that the steamers leaving for the north 
were crammed, and many who were unable to get pass- 
age to Madeira or Europe even took the southbound 
liners, and finally reached England via the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

It was two years later that we again found ourselves 
in sight of the Peak of Tenerife, and, determined that 
this time nothing should deter us, immediately set about 
preparation for the ascent. A resident of Santa Cruz, 
who had never made the ‘trip, was anxious to accom- 
pany us: he proposed that, instead of taking the beaten 
road from Orotava, we go by fishing boat to Puerto 
Adeje, on the southern coast, and ascend from there, via 
Villa Flor and the pine woods. Outside of the largest 


companion had a friend who was at his finca, or farm, 
near Adeje, who would put us up and be helpful in en- 
gaging horses and guides for the ascent. Consequently 
some days later we danded at Puerto Adeje, a poverty- 
stricken little fishing village on the extreme south of the 
island. As there were no animals to be had there, we 
set out to walk the three miles up to the village, which 
lies some 400 feet above the sea; it was November, and 
we had a foretaste of what was to come as we trudged 
along in a temperature of 102 degrees in tl® shade— 
but there was no shade. 

This southern end of Tenerife is practically a desert 
of decaying lava and volcanic rock; except in a few 
places, such as Adeje, there is no water and no sign of 
cultivation, though the soil, where irrigation is practiced, 
is wonderfully fertile. 

At Adeje there are large plantations of dates, various 
fruits and sugar cane; the islands are wonderfully proud 
of the fact that it was from them that the sugar cane 
was first introduced into the West Indies. Except for 
the beauty of its surroundings Adeje is a dull place, en- 
tirely out of the world, and our host, an educated young 
Spaniard who had traveled much, hailed us as almost 
visitors from the skies. He was experimenting with the 
raising of winter vegetables and fruits for the Euro- 
pean market, a business which has since brought con- 
siderable returns to the islands. 

For a time the Canaries were wonderfully prosperous, 
first by the wine industry, the famous Canary Sack, and 
in the early part of the nineteenth century by the rais- 
ing of the cochinea! insect. The stories told of the 
happy times of the cochineal remind one of the “befo’- 
the-wah”" claims of certain sections of the Southern 
States. The insect that provided the brilliant crimson 
dye was raised on the leaves of our old California friend 
the prickly pear, or “tuna.” This grows wild al] over 
Tenerife and the plantations produced from $600 to $1000 
per acre, almost all clear profit. Those were the great 
days for the Canary Islands, but the invention of the 
aniline dyes effectually killed the cochineal industry a 
one blow: from an average price of $1.50 a pound it fel 
to 17 cents, and the finances of the islands fell with it. 
As yet they have hardly recovered from the effects of 
the blow, and the outlying districts are depressing places 
of poverty and squalor, relieved here and there by such 
establishments as our host's, which showed on every 
side intelligent direction and modern methods. 

Here we engaged our train: a guide, two men, rid- 
ing horses, and two pack horses to transport the camp 
outfit and the water, without which, as we found later 
on, it is impossible to make the ascent. 

It was our intention to ascend via Villa Flor and the 
pine woods to the Guajara Pass into Las Cafiadas, as the 
bed of the ancient crater is called; from thence to the 
top and down the regular trail to Orotava. The route 
we proposed, which involved crossing Las Cafiadas, is 
popularly supposed to be impossible, but that it had been 
accomplished we knew, though probably not more than 
two or three parties had done it. Had we known what 
was before us, it is likely. we should have not attempted 
it, but once we were safely through we were glad 
had gone that unfrequented way.

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GROWING UNDER COLOR. 


INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS MADE BY A 


FRENCH SCIENTIST. 


By Ernest Braunton, 


F late a great deal of interest has been awakened 
() in. a long series of experiments wherein plants 

have been grown for some time wholly inclosed by 
colored glass. M. Loisel, a Frenchman, has had coa- 
structed small glass houses having lights wholly of one 
color, either red, white, blue, or green. In these have 
been placed all sorts of plants, from tender herbs to 
sturdy young trees. While results have varied some- 
what, all classes have been in about the order of the 
colors above given, red light being most beneficial or 
stimulating, and green light most detrimental or deter- 
rent. 

Some striking ranges in results are shown in the pho- 
tographs taken of several plants of totally different tex- 
ture and character. Oak trees under red showed a some- 
what greater growth than under other colors, bul in 
health were greatly superior to the others up to the end 
of the tests, and some would doubtless have soon per- 
ished had the other lights been continued over the sub- 
jects. With begonias the effect of red was little short 
of marvelous, the plants growing at least three times 
as fast as in any other light. These experiments are so 
conclusive that we are hoping some enterprising An- 
gelefio will build a red-lighted begonia house, for the 
colors of foliage so grown are as remarkable as the 
rapidity of growth produced. 

The Homer Rose. 


Among the good old roses which, in Southern Califor- 
nia, have stood the test of time, few have so long been 
beld in the local market as Homer, an almost white 


Other species are occasionally found here, and often 
cause surprise to our palm fanciers by their apparent 
hardiness. With age, L. australis becomes hardier and 
shows more distinctive characters. When young it is, to 
the average palm buyer, much like several other species. 


We have other palms that are found but occasionally, 
for a variety of reasons. The Royal paim (Oreadoxa 
regia) and O. oleracea do not seem to thrive in our cli- 
mate, not taking kindly to our occasional frosts or our 
dry summer air. Observation seems to warrant the 
statement that O. oleracea is the hardier species. Sa- 
bals are not great favorites because too slow of growth. 
Pritchardias grow with luxuriance in frostless locations 
and make the handsomest of fan palms under proper 
conditions, Other species exist in too few numbers to 
be worthy of extended notice, and many of them, like 
the Mexican chama@oreas, have little horticultural 
value as compared with those described, and are only 
found in the collections of palm fanciers. 


Enforced Rest of Plants. 


The use of anesthetics as an aid in the forcing of flow- 
ering shrubs, tuberous and bulbous plants, and herba- 
ceous perennials, has not as yet assumed commercial 
importance among growers in this country. In Ger- 
many and France, however, they are now used exten- 
sively in many of the large commercial establishments. 
Their use at the present time is almost wholly confined 
to flowering shrubs, such as lilacs, viburnums, deutzias, 
spireas, azaleas, etc., which lend themselves most read- 
ily to anesthetic influences. This class of plants come 
into bloom early in the spring, complete their growth at 
a comparatively early date, and then pass into a state 
of rest. Normally plants will not start into growth 
until they have entefed into the latter part of the rest 
period. The largest measure of success, therefore, in the 
use of anesthetics aunt necessarily come from plants

tinged on the petal tips with deep rose. In some locali- 
ties this rose is a prime favorite. In bad seasons for 
roses the buds early become spoiled by mildew so that 
only by actual experiment may one determine if this 
rose will prove satisfactory in any garden. 


Give Palms More Water. 


Most garden owners who are dissatisfied with the rate 
of growth made by their palms will find the trouble at- 
tributable to a deficiency of water supply. In the light 
of present experience (and investigation) it seems quite 
certain that all palms should be heavily watered, pro- 
vided, of course, that they are in vigorous health and 
therefore in receptive condition, the soil has 
proper drainage. It has been observed that whether 
growing in the desiccative air of the desert or the satu- 
rated atmosphere of the tropics, all palms naturally have 
a plentiful supply of moisture at the roots. In Califor- 
nia it is especially desirable to keep them well watered, 
not only locally, but for some distance from the tree, for 
nearly all those we grow are natives of more humid 
climes. Even our native fan palm “burns” during our 
dry summers, those growing in lawns having a finer 
color, better health, and making a more rapid and satis- 
factory growth than under any other conditions possible 
in our local gardens, 


Some Local Paims. 


Two species of Australian Archontophoenix popu- 
larly known as Seaforthia robusta (or S. elegans) and 
Ptyschosperma Alexandreae (properly A. Alexandreae,) 
are much in demand for our warmest sections. The for- 
mer (A, Cunninghamii) is much the more popular by 
reason of its greater hardiness and its longer and more 
drooping leaves. These palms have not been planted as 
extensively as they should be, on account of their cost 
when of a considerable size, however their gracteful 
habit and long, finely-divided fronds attract the atten- 
tions of all. They have, in general, the most tropical 
look of any palm we grow. 

The Howeas, especially H. Forsteriana, are also deserv- 
ing of more extended use. Kentia Forsteriana, as this

seen in the general run of this breed; the Northrup 
Black Minorcas, which have long possessed character- 
istics that “come true” to the strain as a whole. For 
the most part, characteristics which make for a strain 
lean to the economics rather than the faney.

April 12, 1908, you say some sensible things, as usual. 
| am prompted to submit to you my experience with 
egg fertility this season. Last May, | bought six eggs, 
White Wyandottes, from special matings which sold at 
$10 for fifteen eggs. From this setting of six eggs | got 
four chicks, June 3, one a fine cockerel, two pullets, one 
especially fine, and one scrub, which made a nice dinner 
for us. These two pullets began laying February 7, 1908 
when a few days over eight months old. 

“For twenty-two days of February these two pulilets 
laid 30 eggs, or ah average of 15 each; for 31 days of 
March 49 eggs, or an average of 24% eggs each; for 30 
days of April 48 eggs, or an average of 24 eggs 
each, which I call good egg production. From these 
eggs I have hatched as follows: One setting of 19 eggs 
11 chicks, or 84 per cent.: one setting of 13 eggs 13 
chicks, or 100 per cent.: one setting of 14 eggs 13 chicks 
or $3 per cent.; and one setting of 15 eggs, 15 chicks, or 
100 per cent. Of the three eggs that did not hatch, two 
contained chicks, one egg only spoiled, or infertile. 

“What do you think of this record of egg production 
and fertility? 

“IT also have a small pen of Barred Plymouth Rocks, 
two hens, seven pullets, the latter my own raising of 
last season. 

“For March they averaged 21% eggs each; for April, 
22% each. Three settings of 15 eggs each brough 14 
chicks each, or 42 chicks from 45 eggs. equal to % per 
cent. 

“Tl attribute this success to (1) good stock, and (2) good

| gridironed with eiectric tramways, either in operation 
or contemplation. I say “practicable” advisedly, as at 
the present time there are certain main arteries of traffic 
within the city not wide enough to admit of even a 
single line of rails being laid. This huge city, with its 
teeming population of over 2,000,000, consists principally 


rows of one or two-story wooden-framed buildings, each 
of which forms a veritable hive of living entities, whoae | 
activities are apparently unceasing. The scheme of | 
rapid transit has been well conceived, though I am un- | 
able to say as much for the way it has been carried out. 

The whole tramway staff, including directors and engi- | 
neers, are exclusively Japanese, and | found them to be | 
thoroughly efficient in every respect. The hours of duty | 
and conditions of labor generally conform approxi- | 
mately to those with which we are familiar in Great | 
Britain. Wages alone present a sharp contrast with the 
state of affairs over here, the rate being proportionately 
all along the line about one-third that paid in this | 
country. Rapid-transit developments in Tokio are likely 
to be of a very far-reaching character. 


The greatest possible impetus is being given to the | 
promotion of important lines of electric railways radi- 
ating from Tokio itself, and connecting it with such large | 
business centers as Kobe and Kioto, the latter being the 
only other city in Japan possessing electric tramways. 
Tokio and Yokohama are already linked up by steamer | 
and electric trolley lines. 

Shanghai; which | should venture to call the Queen of 
the cities of the east, has just completed its splendid . 
system of tramways. Hongkong has had tramways in 
operation for several years past. There is a steep-grade 
cable line to the Peak, and additional lines of a similar 
character are now in contemplation. Singapore and 
Penang also heve their electric tramway lines. Colombo, 
the capital of that beantiful Island of the Sea which still | 
| enshrines, they say. the imprint of Adam’s foot, may |

So ends my brief survey of my tramway trip of ninety 
days round the world.

“FATHER TIME.”’ 


THE GREAT WORK DONE BY W. F. ALLEN IN THE 
REGULATION OF CLOCKs. 


[New York Press:] Practically every one knows that 
there are four different standards of time prevailing in 
the United States—Eastern, Central, Mountain and Pa- 
cific time—but there are few that know that the adop- 
tion of this method of regulating time was due almost 
entirely to the efforts of one man, and a New York man 
at that. By general consent the credit for this work of 
bringing order where chaos reigned before is given to 
W. F. Allen, secretary and treasurer of the American 
Railway Association, and since 1872 editor of the Offi- 
cial Railway Guide. In recognition of this achievement 
Mr. Allen is often referred to as “Father Time,” or the 
“Father of Standard Time.” 

His is the distinction of having caused a greater 
change in the habits of the people in the United States 
and Canada than any other man now living. Mr. Allen 
is the only man who ever lived that once caused Trinity 
clock to stop three and a half minutes in the middle of 
the day, while thousands of people stood around the 
corner of Wall street and Broadway, watches in hand, 
waiting for the stroke which would show that it was ex- 
actly 12 o'clock in Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
New York, Boston, Portland and Pittsburgh: 11 o'clock 
in Chicago, New Orleans and Omaha; 10 o'clock in Lara- 
/mie, Wyo., and Salt Lake City, and 9 o'clock in San 
Francisco, it being 8 o'clock in Sitka, Alaska; 1 p.m. in 
| San Juan, Porto Rico; 5 in London, and 1 a.m. the next 
| day in Manila, P. I, 
| The day on which this almost world-wide revolution 
|in measuring time took place was November 18, 1883. 
| There are people who will recall what excitement it 
caused at the time. There were those who declared 


| 


clergyman in Charleston, S.C., who declaged that this 
presumption on the part of puny humans would be fol- 
lowed by some terrible visitation signifying the anger of 
the heavenly powers. The Charleston earthquake did 
follow soon after, and no doubt the worthy clergyman 
considered this a special fulfillment of his dire proph- 
ecy. 
Previous to 1883 the methods of measuring time in 
the United States were so varied and so numerous as to 
be ludicrous. There were fifty different standards used 
in the United States from coast to coast, and on one road 
between New York and Boston, whose actual difference 
is 12 minutes. there were three distinct standards of 
time. Even smal! towns had two different standards, 
one known as “town” or. local time and the other “rail- 
road” time. Naturally, this condition of affairs caused 
endless complications, and re'lroad officials were har- 
ried to the point of despair in their efforts to make out 
time tables that could be understood by the lay public. 
There were many minds which wrestled with the 
problem. As early as 1869 Prof. Charles F. Dowd, the 
principal of a young ladies’ seminary at Saratoga, N.Y., 
worked out a theory by which he proposed that time 
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should be regulated by meridians of one hour apart.

Several scientists ard mathematicians also worked out 
similar theories about the same time, among them being 
Sir Sanford Fleming, Prof* Benjamin Pierce and Dr. 
Thomas Hill, president of Harvard University. Prot. 
Dowd presented to railroad managers quite an elaborate 
plan, in which he proposed that the local meridian of 
He afterward 
suggested the New York City meridian as a basis. and 
then the Greenwich meridian. His plan advocated the 
retention of local time in al] places, and proposed that 
the difference between local time and railroad time at 
stations should be indicated by plus and minus signs. 
Though it was generally admitted that his idea was 
good, railroad men decided that Prof. Dowd’s plan. as 
presented, was too compligated and presented too many 
difficulties to be put into practical use. 


Between the years 1876 and 1882 Sir Sanford Flem- 
ing presented a carefully-worked-out plan to the Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers. He suggested the 24- 
o'clock notation, similar to that still in use on the Inter- 
colonial Railway in Canada, and also suggestéd the use 


of letters instead of*numbers in marking the hours. The 


time zones, each one hour apart, he marked off geo- 
graphically and located upon State boundaries. zs 


The case seemed almost hopeless, and railroad men 
were about to decide that the difficulties in the way of 
standardizing time were practically insuperable, when, in 
April, 1883, Mr. Allen announced to the General Time 
Convention and the Southern Railway Time Convention, 
bodies which afterward combined into the American 
Railway Association, that he had worked out a system 
which he considered practicable. He then presented his 
formal report. His plan was based upon the even-hour 
differences, but in other respects differed materially from 
all other systems previously suggested. Among its dis- 
tinctive features were provision for an elastic instead of 


a rigid boundary line between the hour sections, desig- 


nation of every point upon the boundary lines where 
the change from one hour section to the other was to 
be made: a method of passing from the use of one 
standard to another without danger of interference or 
mistake; definite information as to the changes required 
in the schedule of every train on each railroad, in pass- 
ing from the use of the old to the new standard so as 
to preserve unbroken the relative time and connections 
with trains on other roads, end the suggestion that it 
would be well practically to abolish local time. So sim- 
ple and so carefully worked out was the plan that the as- 
sociations gave it their unanimous indorsement, and 
recommended that Secretary Allen go ahead and obtain 
its adoption. 

By October of that year Mr. Allen had submitted the 
plan to 738,000 miles of railroads, where managers agreed 
to give it a trial. The Naval Observatory at Washing- 
ton, the Cambridge Observatory and several] city gov- 
ernments also promised to coéperate. At noon, then. 
on November 18, 1883, there was a general resetting of 
watches and clocks all over the United States and Can- 
ada, and the four great time zones one hour apart into 
which the courtry is divided came into being. So 
smoothly did Mr. Allen's plan work from the beginning 
that the general readjustment was accomplished without 
great difficulty, and it has worked satisfactorily ever 
since. . 

Other countries were quick to take notice of the con- 
venience of this new arrangement, and many of them 
have adopted the same system. With the exception of 
France and Russia, every European country regulates 
both its railroad and local time by the Greenwich me- 
ridian or meridians exactly one or two hours from it. 
South Africa, Australia, Japan, the Philippine Islands 
and Porto Rico also base their time reckoning upon 
meridians differing by even hours from that of Green- 
wich. 

And so it is a fact worthy of note that in nearly al! 
parts of the civilized world clocks and watches, if cor- 
rectly regulated, beat seconds exactly together, their 
minute hands pointing to the same part of the dial, but 
not to the same hour number. One might say that every 
part of the earth throbs in unison, just as the pulsations 
of the heart are felt in all parts of the human body al- 
most simultaneously.

RUIT growers who wish to keep in touch with the 
F trend of public opinien and acquainted with the 

needs of the day, may know that the better safe- 
guarding of their orchards against the introduction of 
insect pests and diseases is engaging the attention of a 
majority of the fruit sections. So universal is becoming 
the interest of the horticulturists of the State that spe- 
cial nieetings have been held, and will be held, for the 
purpose of improving the quarantine service. This will 
make necessary the improvement of the means of en- 
forcing whatever regulations may now be in force or 
provided in the future. Especially lively is the interest 
in the interchange of boxes and picking interests be- 
tween districts, the pertinence of this feature having 
lately been emphasized by the destruction of a carload of 
boxes brought into an uninfected district in the north. 
Whatever the future may have in store in the way of 
restrictive legislation and more perfect guardianship un- 
der the laws already in force, it is evident that the gen- 
eral agitation in favor of protective measures will bring 
increased immunity against destructive insects and mala- 
dies. One thing is certain in all this agitation, the Fed- 
eral and State horticultural authorities are in closer 
touch with each other than ever before, and within a 
year we hope to see the protective facilities of California 
greatly advanced. 


The Riverside Convention. 


WISH, in behalf of the fruit industries of California, 
I. express appreciation toward the men who laid aside 
their business interests for a week and appeared at the 
late fruit growers’ convention, there to set forth and 
discuss so much of value to the permanent literature of 
the State. The Department of Agriculture was repre- 
sented by four or five splendid papers, and the Univer- 
sity of California was scarcely second in the varied 
matters of interest presented. Nor were the actual fruit 
growers behind in adding to the merits of the pro- 
gramme presented during the week. It is doubtful if 
such an aggregation of capable men have before been as- 
sembled in the State at a meeting of this character, and 
they deserve more than passing notice for the sacrifice 
of time and strength required to carry out the plans of 
the convention. Of course these fellows of intensive soil 
culture and up-to-date ideas in all that pertains to fruit 
growing and marketing were not there on purely philan- 
thropic missions. By meeting together and learning of 
each other they no doubt were well paid for what each 
contributed to the aggregate of learning, but the sacri- 
fice, whatever it was, made that meeting of great and 
permanent value to the whole commonwealth. | 

As Is always the case, and it seems inevitable, there 
was a continual conflict between time and the varied 
points that should be considered in discussion. The at- 
tempt to have each paper discussed by those capable of 
adding to the value of the paper, failed ingloriously in 
some cases and met full approval in others. It was an 
experiment which the paucity of valuable discussion in 
previous conventions has made imperative, and we hope 
the lessons learned will govern in future efforts to havé 
more explicit analysis of subjects «set before the conven- 
tion. ‘ It was pleasing to note the efforts made there to 
try out the new plan to a conclusion. 


Fig Pollination. 

EORGE C. ROEDING remarked to me a few days ago 

that the fig wasp (Blastophaga) has now become thor- 
oughly acclimated in California, and can be found in sec- 
tions hundreds of miles from any point of artificial in- 
troduction. I have been somewhat negligent in refer- 
ring to this important question, largely from lack of 
exact information as tothe progress of the Blastopnaga., 
Growers of ordinary figs are not Interested in this lit- 
tle wasp, for their figs produce fruit without being pol- 
linated. It is the growers of Smyrna figs who are inter- 


_ested, for this class will not set fruit at all unless pol- 


len is introduced by the process commonly called caprifi- 
cation. Hence some of the largest fig orchards in the 
State go along every year into prolific bearing without, 
this process. 

Mr. Roeding was the first American to fertilize the 
Smyrna fig by caprification. This was done eighteen 
years ago, and the next year both Maslin and Elsen were 
successful In the same experiment. From fhis time 
down to the beginning of the present decade the intro- 
duction of this process has been fraught with success 
and failure, both in artificial and natural means of 
caprification, and there is now liable to be considerable 
discussion in the future as to whom the credit belongs 
for the final introduction of the fig insect. But we are 
not so much concerned with the historical aspect of this 
matter as with the reported success of this Insect as a 
permanent and natural force in fertilizing our favorite 
fig. Mr. Swingle has found a new type of the Capri fig 
in the northern part of the State. The value of this 
discovery lies in the new or hybrid fig’s power to pro- 
duce an abundant crop of summer generation buds just 
as the spring generation of Capri figs are ripening, thus 
allowing the Blastophaga to breed uninterruptedly 
throughout the summer, and not, as now is the case, al- 
most completely die out in midsummer. Dr. Swingle 
intimates that it is now only a question of breeding new 
and superior varieties of Capri figs, as to the future of 
the fig wasp. The close relation between the Smyrna 


- gnd the wild figs used for fertilization makes it probable 


that varieties may now be established that will produce 
perfect breeding conditions for the Blastophaga. 
Whether these new figs will rival the present Smyrna is 
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a question for the future. Mr. Roeding believes in new 
“creations” in fruits, and may get the first call upon the 
new figs that may be produced in the efforts to originate 
a new line for a habitation of the fertilizing insect. The 
Riverside convention was the means of stirring renewed 
interest in the fig as well as injecting some early history 
of the Washington navel orange into the field of discus- 
sion. 
Filling About Trees. 


HERE the grade of a lot is to be raised after plant- 

ing to trees, what will be the result of burying the 
roots of these trees with an additional stratum of soll? 
The idea is prevalent that it will injure or destroy the 
trees. This is not always true. No rule can be given. 
In well-drained, well-aérated soil several feet of new 
earth has been placed around forest or park trees with- 
out injury. In cases where the drainage is poor and the 
natural soil not in good condition a layer of fresh earth 
would be injurious and perhaps fatal to the growth. 
Sycamore Grove, in Los Angeles was filled in with sev- 
eral feet of soil in some places, especially where the 
largest sycamores were growing. I do not remember 
having seen a greater improvement in trees than this 
work has produced. Some of it may be due to the better 
treatment of the trees, but it has been shown that in 
coarse, gravelly soils the grade of land may be raised 
many feet without injury to the trees. 


Better Care of Soils. 


LL topics relating to soil management received the 

deepest attention at the late Riverside meeting. The 
members of that convention heard and discussed two 
papers relating to the care of soils, one by Prof. W. W. 
Mackie entitled “Some relations between soils and 
fruits,” the other by Frank L. Palmer, “Maintaining the 
fertility of the orchard.” Those who have never heard 
these seemingly prosaic subjects discussed by men famil- 
lar with every phase of investigation, do not realize what 
profit and pleasure they missed by not attending this 
convention. These articles will be published in the reg- 
ular report of the convention, and Mr. Palmer's may be 
printed as 2 special bulletin. I refer to this subject for 


the purpose of acquainting the readers of The Times. 


where the Mackie and Palmer papers may be obtained, 
and also to call the attention of those who are not yet 
aroused to the necessity of deeper investigation of the 
soils to the fact that the subject is receiving very wide 
discussion. 

Packing-house Equipment. 

HE opinion was expressed freely at the Ri 

convention that the days of elaborate machinery in an 
orange packing-house would be very few. This is 
good news to the firms that have been making machin- 
ery and apparatus for these equipments. Soon, then, w 
may expect the elaborate and intricate machinery to 
disappear, to be substituted by plain belts and few of 
them: by simplicity of detail, the elimination of drops 
and angularities, and of every feature that might bruise 
the rind of an orange. Mr. Powell's investigations have 
had a tendency to discourage cheap work in orange pack- 
ing. A very few years ago, the house that could put 
the fruit aboard the cars at the least expense per box, 
was the most popular. We remember how the work was 
rushed by the association managers of many houses to 
keep below the “two-bit” line of expenses in packing. 
Now an expense of 35 or 40 cents per box would not 
frighten away the patrons of an association. It may be 
that simplicity of equipment adds a little to the expense 
of getting the fruit ready for shipment, but, judging 
from the equipment of the C. E. Rumsey packing-house 
at Riverside, economy of service has not been overlooked 
at all, in the determination to reduce every point to 
the minimum of damage to the fruit. Whether the work 
of orange packing can be properly done and at the same 
time further cheapened will be a question of the future, 
to be worked out by each individual in his own way. 
Fyit it will no longer be a matter of merit to succeed 
merely in reducing packing to the lowest point. 


English Sparrows. 
OME days ago | shocked the sensibilities of a lover 
of birds in telling him that the game wardén of Los 

Angeles county had spent several days on the Tehachepi 

shooting English sparrows. It may seem cruel to kill 

these little feathered fighters, as they seek to cross the 
divide into Southern California, but a six months’ resi- 
dence among these quarrelsome, dominant birds engen- 
ders a strong antipathy to their presence. The English 
sparrows years ago appeared in Central California. They 
multiplied apace all over the north, till today they boss 
the home grounds of every resident of the infected dis- 
tricts. I have awakened a dozen times in my rooms at 
country hotels and listened for the song of the house 
birds heard so freely in the south. I have heard noth- 
ing but the war cries of the Passer domesticus. Where 
are the house wren, oriole, mocking-bird or all of the 
songsters heard so freely south of the Tehachepi? 

Driven into exile by the English sparrow, which has in 

a residence of less than forty years in this continent out- 

numbered any species of our native birds. These home 

surroundings ig the north are much more umbrageous 
and altogether favorable for somg birds than are the 
home places of the south, but the pugnacious and prolific 
sparrow has driven away about every bird that 
seek its natural environment about 
that portion of the State.

sparrow. This bird is on a par with gap 
other vermin, and should be treated Acton,

lice of giving birth to living young. The females, which 
appear in the spring, give birth to over a hundred each. 
Since these young are ful] grown in twelve days and be- 
gin reproducing more young, the pest increases with 
tremendous rapidity. The females born later in the sea- 
son do not give birth to so many young as those which 
are found in the spring.—[{Homestead. | 


| Making a Bog Garden. 


HE wet, springy bank can be made a choice spot un- 

der the magic touch of the progressive gardener of to- 
day; here are the requirements for a true bog garden— 
plenty of moisture and, at the same time, a chance to 
drain off the surplus water. 

If running water is available, one can have his bog 
garden just where he wishes, by the drive or path and in 
any shape or size desired. 

I will describe a bog garden by a path in our 
flower garden, made last summer. It is about fifteen 
feet long and six feet wide at its widest part; it is in 
open sun, where most of our bog plants usually grow, 
the coloring being finer than in the shade. The soil was 
dug out about fifteen inches deep and with slanting sides, 
smal) stones the size of a hen’s egg, or larger, were 
pounded down into the soil on bottom, and sides as 
thickly as possible and on this foundation we spread 
about two inches of Portland cement, covering the bot- 
tom sides. When dry, a good coat of lead and oil was 
applied to the cement, which would help to make the 
basin water-tight. Holes were made in the sides seven 
inches below where the plants would be set: that is, 
when the plants were set in the soil they should be 
about seven inches above where the water stands. The 
soil acts as a sponge and draws up enough moisture for 
the plants. We filled this basin with good garden soil 
and leaf mold, and when the water was turned on and 
allowed to settle for a day or two, so surface of soi] was 
about five inches above the drainage made in sides, it 
was ready for the plants. 

At the right and back of the Sarracenias we planted 
several black spruces a foot high, and near the left are 
colonies of Andromeda polifolia, Cassandra and Labra- 
dor Tea, all about eight to twelve inches high; little

Self-Sterile Grapes. 
ITH grapes, as with strawberries, and in a measure 
with some other fruits, the question of self-fertility 
is important in selecting varieties and in planting, 
owing to a deficiency in the amount or character of the 
pollen of some varieties. 

In our first vineyard, planted in 1885, before much at- 
tention was paid to this matter in regard to grapes, we 
had Moore's Early, Worden, Brighton, Wilder, Massa- 
soit, Lindley and Delaware. Each variety was set in 
@ square by itself. The Delaware, Worden and Moore's 
Early were close bunched, while the Wilder and Massa- 
soit were, as a rule, rather loose in the bunch, the Lin® 
ley and Brighton still more loosely bunched, a great

Sugar a Prolific Cause of Disease. 
(; ONCENTRATED refined cane sugar does even 


more harm to the health of the American people 

than mineral salt—chloride of sodium. Much more 
cane sugar—or beet sugar which is chemically the same 
thing—is consumed per capita in the United States than 
in any other country. Also, the United States is ahead 
of any other country, except Australia, in the per capita 
number of doctors and dentists, and in the prevalence of 
dyspepsia. There is a close connection between these 
facts. 

Teach your children to eat wholesome grape sugar, in 
the shape of sweet fruits, fresh and dried. Or they may 
eat sugar cane, and sugar beets, and carrots. To these 
may be added a little honey or maple sugar, if you can 
get them pure, or coarse cane syrup. If you think you 
must occasionally use a little sugar, give preference to 
the coarse brown variety, or syrup, which bears about 
the same relation to refined white sugar as whole- meal 
bread does to white bread. 

The following short article, showing, from a chemical 
point of view, why concentrated refined sugar Is harm- 
ful, is written by request for the Care of the Body by 
Otto Carqué: 

“The average composition of raw sugar (before refin- 


ing) from different sources is as follows:

“From all these raw sugars pure cane sugar can be 
crystallized out, and in every case the sugar is identical 
in appearance and properties, and by no chemical test 
can pure crystallized cane sugar from these different 
sources be distinguished. If properly refined, sugar from 
sugar cane and sugar beets are absolutely the same. 

“All sugars must be inverted or changed into simpler 
compounds before they can be assimilated, and this 
change is brought about in the digestive tract by the 
agency of unorganized ferments or ‘enzymes.’ 

“Experiments have proven that sugar, whether de- 
rived from the digestion of fruits, vegetables or cereals, 
is the principal source of animal heat and energy. It 
should, however, be borne in mind that the entire juice 
of the ripened fruit, beet or sugar cane is of course more 
nearly a complete food, for it contains other elements, 
besides carbohydrates. Refined sugar from any source 
eannot sustain life, principally for the lack of organic 
salts, which are indispensable for proper oxidation and 
the retention of waste matter in the system. Sugar as 
it exists in plant and fruits is not highly concentrated, 
but more or less diluted, in which form it is best assimi- 
lated by the system. Large quantities of chemically iso- 


lated, purified food principles cause intestinal fermenta-, 


tion and abnormal acidity of the blood. The enormous 
increase in the consumption of refined sugar is the cause 
of many diseases. Its use should be reduced to a mini- 
mum, while fresh and dried fruits should take a more 
prominent place in our dietary.” 

Writing in a German medical magazine, Mile. Variani 


says: 

“The great objection which has been found in the use 
of sugar for the purposes named has been the irritating 
effects of cane sugar upon the gastric mucous membrane. 
This was clearly demonstrated in experiments made with 
the soldiers of the German army. The experiments of 
Ogata and others upon dogs have shown that cane sugar, 
especially when taken in a concentrated solution, is ex- 
tremely irritating and gives rise to gastric catarrh. 
These effects, however, do not.follow the use of fruit 
sugars (levulose and dextrose as found in fruit juices) 
ar maltose, the product of the salivary or diastatic di- 
gestion of starch. These are natural sugars, which are 


| in his health and spirits, with a capacity for physical 
and mental exertion which he did not possess while his 
system was kept clogged with sugar and its ferments. 

“The conventional idea has long prevailed that sugar 
is a perfect food because the palate craves it and be- 
cause it is made up of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen— 
all elements essential in sustaining life. But when this 
idea first took root in people's minds they did not know 
that they carried about with them a more perfect sugar 
machine than man has invented—the liver—which has 
the power of extracting from natural foods exactly the 
quantity of sugar needed by the body. 

“Take your lemonade unsweetened, and your liver will 
reward you by working with extra energy. Leave sugar 
out of your general dict, and you will soon forget that 
you have any liver.”’. 

In his recently published book, “The Art of Living in 
Good Health,” by Daniel S. Sager, M.D. (Frederick A. 
Stokes Co., publishers, New York.) which will be re- 
viewed here later on, the author devotes a long chapter 
of over twenty pages to the subject of “Sugar Dietetics,” 
in which he shows the vast amount of disease that is 
caused by the immense consumption in this country of 
eane sugar in various forms. He expresses the belief 
that this abuse of sugar is almost as harmful as the 
excessive use of flesh. It is, he says. unquestionably 
responsible in a very large measure for the universal 
dyspepsia and indigestion which exists upon this conti- 
nent. 

Dr. Sager regards starch indigestion and sugar indi- 
gestion as one and the same thing, which result in fer- 
mentation with the consequent formation of acids and 
other compounds, which irritate the stomach, producing 
catarrh of various organs. He declares that excessive 
use of sugar produces, among other diseases, obesity, 
gall stones, jaundice, genera! disease of the liver, dia- 
betes, and Bright's disease. To these he might have 
added constipation. 

The author says, further: 

“The ideal conditions for producing vinegar or acetic 
acid are starch or cane sugar, a proper quantity of fluid, 
a ferment, and the right temperature. These are pre- 
cisely the conditions under which sugar or starch is or- 
dinarily taken into .the human stomach, with the re- 
sult of fermentations and eructations of gas, distension 
of the stomach, bilious attacks, vomiting and regurgita- 
tions of sour liquids. Many individuals, as a result of 
their failure to thoroughly insalivate and masticate the 
starch and sugar foods, as well as from the partaking of 
these foods in excess, start out after breakfast every 
morning with a stomach containing a miniature vinegar- 
making equipment. There is just one thing for the 
stomach to do—make vinegar—and it does it; for if 
starch apd sugar are not thoroughly insalivated within 
the mouth and thus made digestible, they must ferment 
or ‘sour’ in the stomach.” 

Dr. Sager truthfully declares that the sugar appe- 
tite, like the liquor appetite grows by gratification. You 
see some people who take so much sugar in their tea or 
coffee that the liquid resembles a syrup, and is nause- 
ating to any one whose taste in that direction has not 
become depraved. He says the habit of giving an in- 
fant sweet things, hoping to keep it quiet, defeats its 
own end, producing wind colic and other disturbances 
and materially affecting the health of the child. He 
shows that there are many races, notably the Highland- 
ers of Scotland, who rarely use sugar, and have no de- 
sire for it. 

Dr. Sager emphasizes the fact that cane sugar pos- 
sesses the peculiar property of readily undergoing fer- 
menfation under favorable circumstances, and therefore, 
if it is not thoroughly subjected to the influence of the 
saliva within the mouth, it ferments in the stomach. 
Here is another suggestion: 

“The fact that the starch of cereals is, in the process 
of digestion, converted into sugar, has led many persons 
to suppose that by the eating of cane sugar the task of 
the digestive organs is lightened. In other words, they 
| assume that cane sugar, being a predigested form of 
starch, will be more easily assimilated and is better 
adapted to the system than starch itself. This is an er- 
| ror, the facts being the very opposite. The teaching of 
physiology on this point indicates that cane sugar in 
the stomach is in the wrong place.” 

That concentrated refined cane sugar is not a natural 
food has frequently been stated in these columns. Here 
| is what Dr. Sager has to say on the subject: 

“Cane sugar, then, is not a food, but a food element, a 


adapted to the mucous membrane, and do not produce 
fact which should always be remembered. In its natu- 


irritation by contact.” 

Here is a plain statement of the sugar question from 
an unidentified source: 

“Physicians have discovered that the custom of using 
sugar as a food is not only unnecessary, but injurious to 
health.

“Sugar in great excess of what the liver distills from 
natural foods ferments in the alimentary canal, produc- | 
ing alcohol, carbonic acid and vinegar. An immediate | 
result ie dyspepsia, a general feeling of misery and a 
craving for more sweets. 

“Like all other acquired tastes, the sugar-eating habit 
is hard to give up, but numerous tests have shown that 
when the habit is once broken, coffee and tea are better 
relished when unsweetened. The reformed eater of | 
sugar finds the natura! taste of articles of food more 
pleasant than when it is disguised by the presence of | 
sugar. He also discoveres an astonishing improvement .

efficiently as it would otherwise do. Cane sugar cannot . 


be absorbed as such, but must be digested. It is con- 
verted by the action of the saliva and the intestinal juice 


into malt sugar, which prepares it for absorption; but" 
| this absorption does not take place until after it enters 
the intestines, consequently cane sugar is neither ab- 


sorbed nor digested in the stomach; and so long as the 
food substances remain in the stomach, it is also pres- 
ent. interfering with starch digestion. Further interfer- 
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ject a thought, or they would certainly shudder at the 
idea of eating organs that secrete the urine, with the 
urine that they contain when the animal is killed. 

It is not, however, of animal kidneys as a table deli- 
cacy to which reference is here made, but to the human 
kidney. Fashions in surgery come and go, as do fash- 
fons in female hats. During the past few years the ap- 
pendix and the ovaries have been the rage among the 
licensed medical butchers. Appendicitis is still quite 
common, but ovariotomy is said to be somewhat less 
popular. 

A medical friend informs the editor of the Care of the 
Body that kidneys will not be much worn during the 
coming season. “Floating kidney” is to be the prevail- 
ing surgical fad during the next year or two. The kid- 
neys must go. ‘Raus mit ‘em! 

Strange, is it not, what a bungle nature made of it 
when she stuffed our bodies with so many superfluous 
organs? She was surely not on to her job. Perhaps, 
however, she was thinking of furnishing lucrative jobs 
for the surgeons. If this business keeps up, before long | 
a considerable proportion of the-human family will be | 
like empty barrels, and will have to be stuffed with anti- | 
septic cotton, so that they do not collapse when you 
poke them in the ribs. ' |

Emulsifying Oil. 
S mentioned here on several occasions, “free fats” | 
such as olive oil, or any other oil, should be used | 

very sparingly, if at all, by those whose digestive power 

is weak—who have a deficiency of hydrochloric acid. 

Oil should first be emulsified. A correspondent sends the 

following inquiry: 

“Through your columns please tell how olive oil may | 
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be conveniently emulsified in the ordinary kitchen so 


that a weak stomach that cannot take it otherwise, will 
be able to do so. I have wondered if the process of mak- 
ing mayonnaise dressing emulsifies the oil.” 

Yes, by beating up the oil thoroughly, as in the mak- 
ing of mayonnaise dressing, it becomes emulsified. The 
best way to use the olive oil is to eat the olives, if you 
can get them in a dried form. In the pickling process 
some of.the valuable qualities of the olives are removed, 
besides which they contain a considerable amount of 


salt. 


“Unfired” Bread. 


CORRESPONDENT asks for information where “un- 
fired” unbaked bread can be found in Angeles. 
The editor of the Care of the Body does not know. He 
does not believe that raw cereals—or cereals that have 
merely been placed in the sun—are wholesome, as an im- 
portant part of the dietary.

When a Woman Is Forty-five. 


HE menopause or climacteric, commonly known as 

“change of life,” should not be a critical or danger- 
ous period in a woman's life. [It should have no more 
pronounced effect upon a healthy woman than the change 
from childhood to puberty upon strong growing chil- 
dren. Unfortunately, however, the mode of life among 
what we call civilized people is so artificial that women 
have to undergo much suffering that they might other- 
wise escape. Even then, however, the dangers of this 
p@iod have been greatly exaggerated by regular physi- 
cians and by manufacturers of patent medicines, just as 
the dangers of the natural process of childbirth have 
been grossly exaggerated by the medical fraternity in 
order to increase the importance of their office in the 
minds of the people. In a large majority, even of “civi- 
lized” women, the menopause appears with few, if any, 
symptoms that give trouble. 

As to the age at which this change occurs, a writer 
on the subject says: 

“The average age is 45. while the change may come 
anywhere between 40 and 50 years. In a few cases the 
change has come as early as 28, but these are rare in- 
stances: while again it may be delayed, without serious 
results, as late as 53, and in a few rare instances as late 
as 

The development of much fat will cause the occur- 
rence of the menopause, as the circulation of very fat 
people is impaired. Such people should exercise vigor- 
ously. It is apt to oceur earlier in the unmarried. 

A widely-held opinion that cancer is a common occur- 
rence at this time of life, and as a result of the change, 
is erroneous. At this time lumps sometimes appear in a 
woman's breast. These ar enot necessarily of a cancer- 
ous nature. 

It frequently happens that a woman's health improves 
notably after she has passed this period of her life—that 
she develops more energy, and is free from ailments that 
have hitherto interfered with her full enjoyment of life. 

A letter has been received from San Hernardino 
county correspondent, asking for a “remedy for a woman 
who ts suffering from a change of life.” She appears to 
have suffered greatly, being, as she explains it, “full 
enough of electricity to run a street car,” and “feeling it 
rushing through her system”—the well-known “hot 
flushes” that are common at this time. She also has fits 
of vomiting that last for a week at a time. She be- 
comes hysterical, and sometimes cannot sleep for two 
weeks at a time. This condition has continued for two 
years. 

The correspondent doubtless intended to ask a remedy 
not for the change, but for the suffering that sometimes 
accompanies the change. There is no specific “remedy” 
for this, or for any abnormal condition, other than to 
ascertain in what respect the method of life is not cor- 
rect, and to make the necessary reform. Women who 
have abused themselves in any way, by wrong eating, 
overexcitement, etc., are naturally likely to suffer more 
at this time. Women at this age should adopt a light. 
mild dietary, consisting largely of fresh fruits and leaves, 
eating little, if any meat, and avoid all condiments and 
strong stimulants, especially strong tea and coffee. 
There should be regular exercise In the open air and 
plenty of rest in a recumbent position, with due atten- 
tion to bathing, etc. In addition, the ose of the rectal 
dilator and a few osteopathic treatments are likely to 
help. 

This correspondent mentions that she is unmarried, 
and 46 years of age. Here it would be well to call at- 
tention to the fact that thirty years or so of woman's 
life. when she does not bear children, involves a most 


unnatural strain upon her for about two months out of 
every twelve—a far heavier strain than is involved ia 
the natural process of bearing childfen.

While these menus are not perfect, from a hygienic 
point of view, they are nourishing, and certainly remark- 
ably good value, at the price. 

Good management, which overlooks no detail, and 
careful buying at wholesale, appear to be the main fac- 
tors In achieving these results. Out of the profits the 
management, in thirty-four years, has acquired fifty acres 
of land, bought or erected nine substantial buildings, 
earned and saved nearly a million dollars, and created a 
university which now has a staff of 162 professors or 
teachers, and gives educational training to a body of 
more than 5000 students of both sexes. This university, 
without an endowment, has an annual revenue of more 
than $200,000, and in number of enrolled students stands 
second only to Harvard. Certainly a remarkable rec- 
ord, of which Messrs. Brown and Kinsey. the president 
and vice-president, who created this institution, and to 
whom it belongs—although they choose to regard them- 
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varied here and there by lava ridges and boulders with 
edges like broken glass. At the extreme top is a small 
crater, some 300 feet across, which emits hot gases and 
sulphur fumes. We had missed the actual sunrise, but 
were early enough to see the “Shadow of the Peak,” the 
gigantic cone of shade that the rising or setting sun 
throws on the bank of cloud that always hovers about 
half-way up the mountain. No amount of experience in 
mountain climbing will ever accustom us to the fact that, 
after spending hours or days in the ascent, it is neces- 
sary, on arriving at the top, to Jook up to the view. 


At our feet lay Las Cafiadas, veiled in deep shade, and 
beyond it a circular sea of billowy white, the top of the 
cloud belt; not a vestige of the island was to be seen, 
but beyond the clouds was a circular sweep of blue ocean, 
and upon it, apparently above our heads, were dotted the 
other islands. Palma lay off to the west, like a 
great pink pearl in the rosy light; Gomera and far-away 
Hierro to the south of it. To the east Gran Canaria 
stood out in dark shadow on the brilliant blue of the 
ocean, with Lanzarote and Fuerteventura faint and gray 
on the horizon. But there was no sense of elevation; 
perhaps the encircling bank of clouds was responsible for 
this, but it was almost as if one stood on a lump of sugar 
in the bottom of a Japanese teacup. The peak was the 
sugar, the dark plain of Las Cafiadas the bottom of the 
cup, and the encircling sweep of the ocean the side, on 
which the islands were like the painted pattern. 

The wind was bitter at the top, and the sun, as it rose 
higher, proved to be roasting hot; both heat and cold 
sought out every abrasion and blister caused by our 
baking in the oven of Las Cafiadas, and we had a mix- 
ture of sensations of being at once roasted, frozen and 
also parboiled by the hot jets of sulphur steam. We had 
“done” the Peak, and our thoughts turned longingly to 
pictures of Orotava and bath tubs and other civilized 
comforts. Sliding down the cone we reached La Estar- 
cia in about half the time it had taken to ascend, not 
even turning aside to see the ice cave, though that is 
quite a curiosity in itself, being a cave filled with peren- 
nial ice, in the side of the cinder cone of a still mildly 
active volcano. 


After a hasty breakfast at camp we set out down the 
regular trail to Orotava, which avoids the labyrinth of 
Las Cafiadas and only skirts the pumice plains. Sir 
Richard Burton, whose accounts of his ascent of the Peak 
we read later on, considers Las Cafiadas as impossible of 
being crossed; he describes it as “a series of parasitic 
cones, walls and lumps of lavas, trachytes and phono- 
lytes, all reposing on a sea of volcanic froth.” We were 
glad to know exactly what we had been experiencing, but 
we thought him unnecessarily long-winded; our descrip- 
tion of Las Cafiadas was much more terse, being sum- 
med up, !n fact, in one word of four letters. 


After our excursions on unbeaten tracks the Orotava 
trail proved almost tame, though it afforded us some 
grand views, finer indeed than that from the Peak itself. 
We went down at a fair pace, dropping from one zone of 
vegetation to another, and at last landing among the 
palms and sugar canes of tropical Orotava. 

At the hotel we were surprised to meet our old friend 
the globe-trotting spinster, who had so heroically sat 
upon her trunk at the Pifio de Oro two years before. 
From her we obtained a valuable recipe for the ease of 
sun, wind and drought-tortured skins. “] know just how 
you feel,” she told us confidentially—‘as if you were en- 
ameled all over and it was cracking. Take a hot bath 
and put some fresh eucalyptus leaves in the water.” She 


we tried it, and can recommend it to all and sundry who 
may be in similar case. 

Not the least pleasant part of having done anything 
out of the ordinary is the opportunity to tel) about it af- 
terward; next day we found ourselves basking in a sort 
of mild hero worship as ones who had not only been to 
the Peak, but who had actually performed the feat of 
crossing the dreaded Las Cafiadas.

Is it any wonder British merchants are beginning to 
wonder if the alliance is of such a great henefit to her 
as they first thought? 

So the “national plan” of Japan is going steadily for- 
ward; trade is established everywhere, influence in- 
creased, the confidence of the Chinese won by all those 
methods the wily Japanese knows so well, and lines of 
power thrown out in every direction and securely an- 
chored, against the day so eagerly looked forward to by 
the Japanese when she will proclaim to the world a new 
doctrine, “the Orient for the orientals, under the leader- 
ship of Japan.” Until that moment arrives the bloody 
hand of Japan's administration willl be hid from Chi- 
nese eyes by the soft glove of flattery and so-called hu- 
manitarian motives.

CHURCH BUILT BY ZULUS. 

A new church has recently been dedicated at Um- 
zumbi, in Zululand, which is remarkable as being the 
best ever constructed by natives themselves without any 
aid whatever from missionaries or any white persons. 

This sanctuary has been erected by Ndunge, the es- 
teemed chief of Quabi, near Umzumbi, who became con- 
verted to the Christian faith in his youth before becom- 
ing a chief. He was carefully taught in the Evangelists’ 
Training College at Amanzimtoti, and his steadfastness 
has distinguished him sharply and favorably from sev- 
eral other Zulu headmen who had for a time appeared 
to have been won from the old paganism in which they 
had been cradled. 

In relation to Christian influence the Zulu chiefs as a 

rule differ from those of most of the other Bantu tribes 
of South Africa, for the number of these Zulu headmen 
who have become Christians is comparatively small. It 
is singular, considering the efforts expended on them, 
how very few have cared to learn to read and write. 
Generally speaking, they regard the ways of civiliza- 
tion with haughty contempt. For the most part, the sons 
of headmen taught and civilized as lads have relapsed 
into heathenism after succeeding to the chieftainship. I' 
is well known that Dinizulu was well instructed during 
his long exile in St. Helena, but he rapidly shelled off 
most of the culture he had appeared to acquire. 
Ndunge is a splendid exception among the Zulu chiefs. 
This remarkabie man is a fine Christian leader, greatly 
resembling Ghama of Bechuanaland. He is utterly un- 
like the average Zulu in his delight in industrial under- 
takings and in his economic habits. He has built for 
himself a fine farm residence which might well satisfy 
any civilized farmer. It is a substantial and commo- 
dious edifice of brick, On his great farm he has had 
from the first year after he became chief both a church 
and a school. 
White preachers and missionaries are not so numer- 
ous in Zululand as in many other South African dis- 
tricts, but when no such visitor has been present Sun- 
days Ndunge has always very willingly and ably con- 
ducted the services. He is greatly loved and reverenced 
by his tribe, and his people have enthusiastically assisted 
in building the fine new church.—[Pall Mall Gazette.
